This 
would ruin the import § market, 
because the public after buying one 
poor quality carpet would be pre- 
judiced against future imported 
goods. And it might also ruin the 
goodwill of the retailer handling the 
goods. 

It was felt that the quality and 
price of French and Belgian carpets 
were not competitive with our own 
and there would be a danger of an 
unwary buyer falling into the trap of 
buying to meet a_ scarcity which 
might not exist at the higher prices. 
A buyer should not be tempted to 
purchase from the first supplier he 
saw, who might not necessarily be 
the cheapest 


Ending of Utility 

The possibility of the cessation of 
the present Utility scheme was dis- 
cussed and many snags from the 
buyer’s point of view put forward. 

With the ending of the Utility 
scheme minimum standards of quality 
would no longer be in existence 
(unless steps were taken by the 
F.D.C.) so values would be much 
more difficult to assess. Price might 
be the only criterion, at the sacrifice 
of size, design and quality. 

The buyer should determine the 
level of his trade and concentrate on 
that class of trade only 

In general, it would be necessary 
to exercise great care since there was 
the possibility of new designs, new 
tmbers and so on flooding the 
market, and until things settle down 
there was the danger of bad buying 
and over-stocking because of the wide 
range of goods offered. The goods 
were still sold by the retailer, not the 
manufacturer, and so the retailer 
should only buy and sell goods of a 
certain standard of quality 


Carpet Grades Removed 


The removal of designated 
grades for British carpets 
and the general feeling was 
was little to fear from the 
British manufacturers 
regard to the lowering of 
quality and under-cutting There 
might be some snags arising from the 
low-class manufacturers but _ this 
should not prove difficult for a dis 
criminating buyer
